2. Members expelled from the Party, but with ten or more years of Party 
memcership and whe have net been charged with counter-revolutionary 
activities, will be placed ander the supervision of regional bureaus. The 
bureaus may assign these expelled members to production activities for self- 
reform or may commit them to Party schools for training. The members may 
be atoved to full Party membership if they maintain a good record for a 

period of three years in training.
